tism. A case in point comes from the 
eastern district of Wisconsin, where 
the United States attorney flied infor­ 
mation against a Racine medicine or 
remedy cure which 
was labeled as 
“ guaranteed to cure the most stubborn 
case of sciatic or muscular rheutna 
tism if directions are followed, or the 
money 
refunded.” 
Analysis by the 
bureau of chemistry showed the a1 
leged remedy constated essentially of 
rhubarb and alcohol and its ingred 
tents did not possess the power at­ 
tributed to them. The defendant was 
arraigned, pleaded guilty and “ a fine 
of $10 was imposed and immediately 
paid.” 
Sim ilar punishment was meted out 
to an Illinois company that manufac­ 
tured certain capsules, labeled as a 
radical and certain cure for rheuma­ 
tism, a positive cure for rheumatism 
and the like It was found by the bu­ 
reau of chemistry to he misbranded 
and to lack the therapeutic properties 
alleged for it. Moreover, it was found 
to contain chloroform extract. The de­ 
fendant in this case pleaded guilty and 
was fined $10 and costs. 
A Chicago concern 
shipped 
what 
was labeled “ soda water syrup cola” 
which was considered by the bureau 
of chemistry to he both adulterated 
and misbranded. It was fouud, among 
other things, to contain cocaine. 
The 
defendant admitted the charges and 
admitted the presence of the cocaine 
He alleged it got In by accident. He 
was tried before a Jury and the Jury 
round he. was not guilty. 
A District of Columbia firm that 
had in its possession a large quantity 
of rice coated with glucose and talc, 
after seisure of the rice, got the goods 
hack on giving a bond of $17o not to 
sell any of it contrary to the provis 
Ions of the law. 
» Wisconsin company for shipping 
misbranded condensed milk was fined 
$25. 
Socalled lithia water was shipped 
by a party in Waukesha, Wls., which 
was labeled as being a cure for rheu­ 
matism, gout, dropsy and certain other 
troubles, it was found to contain no 
appreciable quantity of lithium aud 
not to contain the therapeutic proper­ 
ties alleged for it. A fine of $25 aas 
imposed on a plea of guilty. 
A fine of $50 was imposed on a Mas­ 
sachusetts individual for misbranding 
of alleged lemon extract aud vanilla 
extract. 
A quantity of turpentine, In the pos­ 
session of Z. D. Gilman, of Washing­ 
ton. found to he adulterated and mis­ 
branded. was condemned and o;dercd 
destroyed. 
One of the most important cases 
which have been up before the depart­ 
ment of agriculture for a long time 
relates to 443 cans of frozen egg pro­ 
duct in the possessfop of the Mer­ 
chants' Refrigerating company, of Je r­ 
sey City. Examinations by the bureau 
of chemistry of samples showed it to 
contain added sugar and 6,000,000 or­ 
ganisms per gram, 100,000 of the or­ 
ganisms being of the gas producing 
type. 
The government charged the 
substance in whole or part was (tecum 
posed. 
Federal Judge Cross dismissed the 
libel and held that the government 
had not proven its case. The product 
was released to the claimants. 
The 
government has appealed. The case lr 
important by reason of the large num. 
ber of cases arising under the pure 
food law involving frozen egg product, 
which is a patented substance.

PRISONER'S STORY SHAKEN 


Prosecution Bit by Bit With M a n y , 


W itnesses T ears Down Testimony of 
Accused. 


Chesterfield Court I lours, Va, Sept. 
6. 
All evident e in the rase for and 
against Henry Cl iv Beattie, Jr., is now 
in. On Thursday morning the lawyers 
will begin the Humming up, and before 
the adjournm ent of court on that day 
the Jury will have retired to deteim iuo 
the final Issue of life and death. 
Today there is no court session. In­ 
stead the lawyers for the common­ 
wealth and the de'cnne will meet with 
Judge W atson in the cham bers of the 
suprem e court in Richmond to argue 
the m atter ut the judge’s charge to the 
Jury. 
Under the Virginia practice, be­ 
fore the court charges the Jury In a 
capital case both sides are given an 
opportunity to urge upon him certain 
clauses in his Instructions, the argu­ 
ment In no sense being binding upon 
the court, but merely advisory 
The completion of testimony came 
suddenly to sn 
end, when 
Henry 
Owen, a brother of the woman who 
was murdered, the last witness tor the 
prosecution In rebuttal, took th*- stand. 
This was the final surprise launched 
at B e a tties defense by I xiii- Wen 
denburg, the com m onwealth's prose­ 
cutor. 
After he had defiled th** storv 
of Henry Beat! •». that 
p 'n the end 
his wife and h* had ii* or exchanged 
a cross word, W ondenburg ‘m um m ed 
that the pros*** *t ion re -to I its rebut­ 
tal. The defense had ti* h i m * buttal 
to make, and the ten <la>s of evidence 
taking were thus brought to an end. 


B eattie’s Story Torn Down. 


The final day In th** prosecution's 
effort to bring Henry Boatie t i pun­ 
ishm ent for th** crime of wife murder 
was quite the most disastrous of all 
that bad passed over his head. 
No 
great sensation was rp-ung, tmt bit 
by bit the story that the prisoner had 
himself told on the stand, and that 
favorable witnesses had sought to sub­ 
sta n tia te for him. was torn down by 
an overwhelming weight of evidence 
in rebuttal. 
The final question that 
had been propounded to Beattie when 
he resumed the stand for a few m in­ 
utes to have 
ti im 
cr** s examination 
completed 
rem ains unanswered, arid 
above all other questions at issue the 
most fraught with significance. 
“ How did the gun bought by Paul 
Beattie, three days before the m ur­ 
der, happen to be in the hands of the 
man who shot your wife, and how do 
you account for the fact that In every 
detail of the shooting.it is always the 
gun bought by Paul Beattie that Is in 
evidence?" was the last question that 
W endenburg shot at Henry Beattie be­ 
fore be left the stand. 
“ I (M o n t 
account for th at,” was 
B eattie’s answer. 
Several witnesses testified that they 
saw the two cousins 
together 
on 
Thursday, and Mrs 
E. J. Hottrhens, 
m o th e rin la w 
of 
Paul, 
stated 
that 
Henry brought Paul home in a ma­ 
chine that sam e evening. 
A second point taken up by the com­ 
m onw ealth was an a-siu lt on E. ll. 
N eblitt's testim ony that Paul had a 
shotgun on the bridge v. here he work­ 
ed on Sunday following the night of 
the alleged transfer of the gun to 
Henry. W itnesses sustained Paul that 
he had no gun at the bridge that day, 
and one man said he was there during 
the entire time of Neblitt's visit and 
saw no gun 
The teslmony brought nut In rebut­ 
tal was of great importance. It had 
been intim ated from the start that In 
this final stage of the (a se there was 
to be much of the testim ony on which 
the state depended to convict. 
The prediction was true 
Having 
carefully anil painstakingly led Beattie 
over every step connected, even In a 
rem ote way. with the crime, Mr. Weu- 
denburg shot witness after witness on 
the stand to sw ear to having seen 
Beattie at places and tim es and in 
com pany whi< h he had flatly deuied. 
Accordingly, as the case stands now, 
It Is Beattie's lone and almost unsup 
ported word against a cloud of wit 
nesses and almost universal suspicion 
of the most horrible kind.

With 1,70o.OOO bales less than con­ 
tained In the bumper crop of ltOg-09. 
the crop

netted the 
south $254,000,000 more 
The 13,511 .OOO bale crop of 10O0-07 
brought $222,000 less than the season 
Which ended Sept I, DHI.

M any a farm er w III be confronted tu 
the course of a few week* w ith the jot* 
•' of filling I he silo for the first time. Fo r 
Bilch a few suggestions taken from an 
Io w a bulleDu which gives the silo ex­ 
perience o f dairym en Mild feeders in 
different parts of the country w ill be 
tim ely. 
As to the proper time for cut­ 
ting com fo r the silo there seems to 
lie quite general agreement that it is 
rendy to cut when it would lie ready to 
shock 
that is, when the kernels are 
dented and when the outer husks and 
low er leaves are turuiug brown. W h ile 
the length into which the corn should 
lie cut v a ry w ith different Users, from 
one-half to three-four)ha of an Inch 
gives a finer silage which can be pack­ 
ed Into the silo more closely, In which 
there is 
less 
waste in feeding and 
w hich In c r e a s e the capacity of the 
silo considerably. 
Slow and rapid till­ 
ing have ] nil ii ta in Pielr favor, but the 
latter method is followed by a m a­ 
jo rity, as it gives a more uniform qu al­ 
ity of silage, obviates the necessity of 
putting up corn that is too green or 
too dry and is also the more economics I 
w ay.
